rather  than  wali'hing  others  and  picking  up  from  the  massi\e  history  of  the  past  as 
much  of  literature,  arl.  nuisic  and  history  as  you  can  sliill'  iiilo  >our  head  to  \our  lasting 
benefit. 

As  a  guide  to  your  |)robablc  cliojce.  1  would  say.  bul  it's  only  a  personal  opinion. 
that  if  you  ha^e  not  learned  to  obey..whilst  at  school.  >oii  will  \w\i'v  connnand  others 
afterwards;  if  >ou  ha\e  not  leariied  to-serve  whilst  at  school.  ><>u  will  ne\ei'  lead  others 
afterwards;  and  that  if  >(>u  have  no!  learned  to  clean  \our  nwn  bmils  whilst  at  si'hool, 
you  are  a  washout  anywa>. 

The  cynic  might  say  that  the  decision  is  onl>  important  In  the  iiHli\iilual  and  that 
it  does  not  matter  very  much  what  he  decides  to  tlo  with  his  own  brain  and  body.  But 
that  isn't  true.  The  greatest  asset  of  aii\  \ation  lies  in  the  young  people  it  produces 
and  the  manner  in  which,  and  the  extent  to  which,  its  edLicational  processes  make  those 
children  into  good  men  and  women  with  character,  fibre  and  personalit>. 

If  \(iii  adopt  the  former  course,  it  may  be  (piite  pleasant  for  \(iu  until  you  aie 
about  thiit>-liNe.  and  then  \ou  are  linislied.  The  brains  of  .■)5%  of  llie  pdpulalinn  of 
the  world  ha\  e  gone  peiinanentlN  to  sleep  at  the  age  of  tliir't\-live.  In  so  doing  >ou  have 
not  onh  let  >oinself  (low  n.  which  doesn't  matter',  but  you  have  let  your  family  tlown, 
your  School  down,  and  your  count  i\  down.  \nd  this  is  \er\  important  at  the  present 
moment.  At  the  present  moment  it  is  more  impoilanl  than  ever,  because  the  next 
lilt>  years  will  see  a  greater  need  than  exer  before  for  men  and  women  of  character, 
ability  and  honesl\  of  pinpose.  \nd  an>one  will  tell  \oii  that  the  progress  made  by 
youi-  own  country  o\ cr  the  last  ihirtx  >t'ars  has  been  phenomenal.  I  am  not  speaking 
of  material  jtrogress  or  the  digging  out  of  ores  from  your  hills  or  the  o()ening  of  docks  or 
the  making  of  ^  ast  fiaantities  of  wood  pulp;  I  am  talking  about  the  manner  in  which 
Canada  has  come  to  stand  alongside  older  and  bigger  countries  so  that  today  its  voice 
is  heard  in  all  the  councils  of  the  woild.  its  statesmen  are  respected  by  all  other  statesmen 
of  the  world,  and  its  opportimities  for  good  are  absoliilel>  bewildering.  >  ou  have  a 
great  obligation  and  a  great  opportunit>.

The  former 
is  an  altridged  version  of  the  play  by  Moliere  and.  thanks  to  Alnie.  Gyger's  skilful  direc- 
tion, piuved  to  be  very  successful.  The  elderly  hypochondriac  was  cleverly  portrayed 
l)y  Pierre  (Raymond  while  Derek  ^Farpole  capably  ))layed  the  part  of  his  very  beautiful 
daughter,  Angelique,  whose  lover.  Cleante  (pla\ed  b>  John  Ldd),  pretended  to  be  her 
music  teacher  when  he  was  told  by  Toinette.  the  maid,  that  Angelique  was  to  be  married 
to  Thomas  Diafoiids.  a  young  man  about  to  receive  his  degree  in  medicine.  The  part  of 
Toinette  was  excellently  acted  by  Peter  (vrohn.  who  provided  the  audience  w ith  most  of 
the  laughs,  especially  when  he  pretended  to  be  a  doctor  capable  of  restoring  youth  to 
anyone,  l^rian  Buchanan  played  Thomas  Diafoirus  and  the  role  of  M.  Diafoirus,  his 
father,  a  fully-Hedged  doctor,  was  acted  by  Charles  -Maclnnes. 

After  exceKent  performances  by  the  Senior  Choir,  directed  by  Mr.  Phillips,  and

Spanish  t.'ol(l.  snd<len 
dealli  and  murder  on  the  hijrh  seas.  Boys  never  tire  of  readinfr  it  or.  ai)i)areiitly,  of 
actinj;  it.  The  stage  swarmed  with  \illainovis  pirates,  and  the  green  r(M)ni  echoed  with 
demands  for  tattoo  marks,  false  beards.  l)igger  and  better  bKxKJy  wounds,  knives  and 
pistols.  The  play  was  a  very  long  one  and  some  of  the  parts  made  lieax  >  demands  on 
the  actors,  for  instance,  those  of  Jim  Hawkins  and  Long  John  Silver,  hut  tlir  lioxs  c'aught 
the  spirit  extraordinarily  well  and  .scene  after  scene  came  to  life.  Once  again  the  Selwyn 
llou.se  Players  showed  how  capable  they  are  of  handling  a  full-length  play  in  a  compara- 
tively short  production  time  and  with  comparati\rl\  W-w  ichearsals. 

H\  and  large  the  actors  were  so  good  that  it  isdillicult  toselect  any  our  nulstandiug 
piece  of  acting,  but  mention  must  be  made  of  Tommy  S(hoi)flochers  thunihuail  sketch 
of  Billie  Bones.  Jolin  Seelv's  Silver,  and  J?ill\  Timmins'  Jim  Hawkins.  \lr.  MocKJey 
made  a  very  excellent  job  of  the  scenery,  and  Mrs.  How  is  and  Mrs.  Tester  were  inde- 
fatigable with  the  make-ii]i. 

At  the  en<l  of  the  l>asler  Term,  another  very  enjoyable  entertainment  was  given. 
Mr.  Phillip's  Choir  sang  delightfully  as  always,  and  this  was  followed  by  two  plays.  Iwth 
priMhiced  by  Mr.  Mayer.  The  first  was  Anton  Chekov's  amusing  "Marriage  Proposal" 
VNhich  admirably  demonstrates  the  Riissian  idea  of  tact,  so  evident  these  days  in  ])olitics. 
The  pails  were  all  well  played,  and  we  saw  Peter  Knibn  as Tschubukov .  Billy  'I'immins  as 
the  excitable  \  a.ssiliyitch.  and  Georges  ^  erhaegen.  a  newcomer  to  the  stage,  as  the  at- 
tractive Natalia.  The  second  play.  Houghton's  "near  Departed",  will  live  for  many  years 
in  the  memory  of  those  who  saw  it.  \Mio  can  n'adily  forget  (who  indeed  would  w  ish  to;') 
the  .sublime  entrance  of  Peter  Diifbeld.  coNcred  with  black  jet  and  feathers,  and  compar- 
able only  to  Duse  or  the  great  Bernhardt?  Or  little  henpecked  Tim  C.arsley  turning  like 
the  traditional  worm  on  his  buxom  wife.  John  Seely?  Or  -Nicholas  Thornton,  the  fumiy 
man  of  the  party,  or  Michael  Meighen.  the  precocious  and  rather  whiney  little  girl,  or 
Tonnny  Schopflocher.  who  decides  that  life  begins  at  70?  There  was  not  a  dull  moment 
in  the  play.  and.  alter  seeing  it.  it  is  the  secret  ambition  of  the  prtxiucer.  following  a 
suggestion  by  Mr.  Furse,  to  cast  Peter  DufTield  as  Irina  Fallover.  ballet's  premiere  dan- 
seuse.  in  a  play  inlrodnciug  rt>hearsals  of  "Swan  Lake".  Perhaps  it  may  be  done.  Who 
knows?

Vnnllii'f  slranjie  helicl'  is  Ihal  a  xampirc  is  supposed  (o  he  a  coipse.  which  leaves 
its  grave  in  Ihe  nif;h(.  sucks  hlood  IVoni  Ihc  li\in^  while  IhcN  sleep,  and  returns  lo  the 
firave  at  dawn.  The  \iclims  f;raduall>  f;row  pale  and  die,  eventually  lurninf;  into  vam- 
pires themselves.  When  a  vampire  was  suspected,  a  fjrave  was  dug  open,  and  if  the  body 
liad  lilood  on  its  li()s.  a  stiarp  slake  was  driven  lhrouL;h  the  heart  and  the  hod\  was  huriied 
lo  ashes.     Som<'  people  slill  lielie\e  in  this  su|)eislil  ion. 

Many  supers!  it  ions  are  associated  with  the  lica\cnl.\  hodies.  In  old  times,  people 
were  terror-stricken  duiing  an  exlipse  of  the  sun.  hecaii.se  they  thought  that  it  meant 
Ihe  destrnction  ol'  Ihe  world,  and  this  superstilion  is  slill  carried  on  in  some  parts  oC  the 
world.

Meteor's 
ar'c  lielicNcd  lo  lore! ell  a  great  e\eril.  Il  is  also  heliexed  that  one  who  sees  the  new  moon 
over'  the  right  shoirlder  will  lra\e  good  luck,  and  (he  person  who  sees  il  over  his  left 
sliorrlder'  must  die  soon.  Also  il  is  said  llial  one  should  iie\  er'  poiiil  a  finger'  at  Ihe  moon 
or'  stars,  lest  he  hiind  arr  angel. 

Willi  the  increase  of  seientilic  knowledge  many  of  Ihe  above  superstitions  have 
passed  away.  However,  even  today  people  all  over  the  world  are  careful  about  not  walking 
nrr<ler'  ladders,  oi-  about  sealing  Ihirlcerr  at  a  table,  and  so  forth.  Marry  slill  fear  the  severr 
years  of  "bail  luck  "  afti'i'  br-cakirrg  a  nriir'or'  and  also  nrust  llii'ow  salt  over  their  shoulder 
after  Ihey  spill  il  orr  Ihe  table.  People.  Ihe  world  o\er'.  slill  ])ii'k  irj)  a  horseshoe  and 
regard  it  as  a  giraianlce  llic\  will  get  go((d  fortrnie  as  a  r'csiill. 

These  and  rrrariy  other'  superstiliorrs  wim'c  very  importarrt.  arrd  irsed  to  iriflirence 
the  lives  of  people  a  few  cenluries  ago.  Today  iirarry  still  l)clie\e  in  them  but  modern 
science  has  made  a  great  many  rrior'c  people  realize  that  odd  events  can  be  explained  by 
science.

Diesel  loromolives  are  realU  diesel-eleelrie.  lieeause  the  diesel  engines  eaeh  drive 
a  geneialoi'.  providing  electricity  for  motors  mounted  on  the  axles. 

These  eleclrie  molors  |)ro\ide  nuich  (|iiieler  and  smoolher  starts  than  steam 
|(ir(ifnoli\es.  making  them  mine  popiilai'  and  I'llicient.  espeeialU  with  passengers.  I  he 
eli'cli  ie  nidlors  can  also  he  u.sed  as  a  brake  (in  long  iliiw  nhill  runs.  This  is  doni'  by  revers- 
ing the  motors  so  that  they  tr\  to  tnrn  the  opposite  way.  bnt  the  weight  and  momentum 
of  the  train  keep  the  wheels  Imning  in  the  same  way  as  they  were  going.  Thus.  Ijy 
oll'ering  resistance  to  the  wheels,  the  train  slows  down. 

In  suburban  rims  and  for  shunting  cars  in  eit>  limits,  diesel  locomotives  have  a 
great  advantage,  because  they  are  much  cleaner  and  easier  to  operate.  The  diesel  engines 
only  put  out  a  little  smoke  compared  to  steam  engines,  which  contribute  much  of  the 
.smoke  that  sometimes  hangs  over  a  city.  Storing  for  short  spaces  of  time  is  much  easier 
with  diesels,  because  their  diesel  engines  can  be  stopped  and  started  much  more  easily 
than  steam  ]iressiire  can  be  raised. 

Fuel  consiun])tion  is  much  less  with  diesel  locomotives  tlian  with  steam  locomo- 
tives, as  more  energy  is  obtained  from  diesel  fuel  than  from  the  same  amount  of  fuel  used 
in  steam  locomotives. 

Steam  locomotives  have  to  be  overliaiilrd  faiil>  dflen  to  keep  them  in  good  running 
condition,  but  diesels  do  not  need  to  be  overhauled  nearly  so  often.  This  means  less 
expense  in  money,  materials  and  men. 

If  a  very  long  train  has  to  be  pulled,  a  few  diesel  units  can  be  joined  together  and 
controlled  from  the  front.  The  units  are  called  A  and  B.  An  \  unit  has  a  cab  in  front 
for  (he  engineer,  but  B  unit  has  no  cab,  and  has  to  be  controlled  from  an  \  unit.  There 
are  manv  combinations  of  units.  Probably  the  most  common  are  two  A  units,  coupled 
end  to  end.  with  a  cab  at  either  end  .so  that  it  can  easily  run  either  way  without  having 
to  he  turned  annmd  bv  a  turn-table  or  some  other  similar  device. 

Diesel  locomotives  are  much  safer  in  thai  liie  I'ngineiM'  has  a  much  greater  range 
ol'  V  ision  than  in  a  sleani  locomotive,  due  lo  llie  cab  lieing  in  IVonI  of  the  engine. 

It  will  onl\  he  a  mailer  of  lime  now  inilil  all  steam  locomotives  are  replaced  by 
diesels,  which  have  many  advantages  over  the  older  locomotives.

Iiiil  llie  Moinans  were  mai  \elous  sculplurs, 
and  some  of  llieir  seulptures  ean  s(ill  lie  seen  in  llie  ( '.oiossedni. 

M'ler-  the  barbarians  came  into  luirope.  there  was  not  nnich  art  (except  for  (he 
Moslems  in  Spain)  until  the  Renaissance.  Dnrin;:  the  llenaissance  (here  were  many 
famous  artists.  In  Italy  Michael  Anjielo  painted  \\\i-  roof  of  the  Sistine  Chapel,  Kl 
( ireco  did  "A  \  iew  of  Toledo"  and  the  "Mona  Lisa"  was  j  tain  ted  b\  Leonardo  de  \  inei, 
Holbein,  a  (iernian  i)aintcr.  made  portraits  of  luij;lish  lords  and  ladies.  He  painted  a 
wonderful  j)orlrait  of  Merirv  \  ML 

Painting'  did  not  chanfje  nuich  after  the  Penaissanee  nnlil  the  l')|h  century. 
In  the  second  half  of  the  l^Jlh  century  a  new  I  >  pe  of  art  bef:an.  Peojile  called  it  modern 
art.  Picasso  is  the  most  famous  of  all  the  modern  artists,  lie  paints  people  with  many 
faces,  one  for  each  mood  of  the  person.  These  paintings  are  stran;;e  to  mc.  but  my  children 
will  ])robably  think  of  portraits  lookinj;  like  these.  Some  modern  ])aintin^'  looks  just 
like  the  paintinj,'s  the  cavemen  did  Ihonsands  of  years  a>;o.  1  am  used  to  the  more  tra- 
ditional kind  of  ])aintin^'  and  I  doii'l  know  what  to  look  for  in  a  modern  painting,  but  I 
lind  it  inteiestinj.'.
